Pensioners protest in 
wheelie bin backlash 


A GREY power revolt is attempting 
to overturn the decision to scrap 
weekly bin collections in Harlow. 

Harlow Pensioners’ Action Assoc¬ 
iation and Age Concern Harlow have 
started a petition to put pressure on 
councillors to rethink the controver¬ 
sial move. 

They claim older people will have 
problems manoeuvring wheeled bins 
which the council intends to issue 
households. 

HPAA chairman Les Coben said 
people were already signing the peti¬ 


tion. “It will create problems for older 
people who will struggle to move the 
wheelie bins to the necessary areas 
for collection,” he said. 

“Surely Harlow Council and Essex 
County Council have a duty of care to 
the residents of Harlow.” 

The shake-up will see food waste 
collected weekly but other rubbish 
and recyclable items picked up fort¬ 
nightly. But councillors have been 
accused of failing to consult residents

But Mr Ward and Mr Hull were crowned 
champions because they were the first com¬ 
petitors in the history of the event to aver-

A European version of the race started in 
1999 and crosses the borders of France, 
Spain and Portugal. 

The race finished in Brighton where Mr 
Ward and Mr Hull were presented with the 
winner’s trophy at a gala dinner. 

Mr Ward, who is already looking forward 
to next year’s race for which he has gained 
free entry, added: “I wanted to do the race 
for the history that is behind it and for the 
challenge it presented.”

Councillors call for 
larger share of rent 


A DEMAND by Harlow Coun¬ 
cil for a fairer deal from the 
Government on the proceeds of 
council house rents has received 
an unlikely ally - Harlow MP 
and Government minister Bill 
Rammell. 

Councillors have supported a 
motion criticisng the share of 
tenants’ rent which is taken by 
central government and wel¬ 
coming the publication of Local 
Government Association paper 
My Rent Went To Whitehall 
which highlights the issue. 

The motion, which condemns 
the current system as unfair and 
unjust, was proposed by Liberal 
Democrat councillor Lorna 
Spenceley and backed by mem¬ 
bers of the ruling Conservative 
group last week. 

It calls on the Government to 
“return Harlow tenants’ rents to 
Harlow Council to be spent on 
local housing needs, to create a 
level playing field for Harlow 


Council and its housing associa¬ 
tion partners and to end the 
redistribution system whereby 
Harlow Council tenants will pay 
nearly £12m to the Government 
in housing subsidy surplus this 
year”. 

Nationally, council tenants’ 
rents are expected to swell 
Treasury coffers to the tune of 
£194m this financial year. 

Although Mr Rammell 
defended the Government’s 
record on the issue, he told the 
Star he had already offered to 
support the council in its cam¬ 
paign for reform. 

“The Government is current¬ 
ly reviewing the system of 
Housing Revenue Account 
Subsidy and is due to report 
back in spring 2009,” he said. 
“As I have repeatedly made clear 
to the council I am more than 
willing to work with them to 
lobby within Government for a 
better housing finance system.”

HARLOW’S Conservative Parl¬ 
iamentary hopeful Robert Halfon 
travels to Africa today (Thursday) 
to assist a groundbreaking volun¬ 
tary project aimed at boosting 
development. 

He will be joining more than 
100 Tory activists, including 10 
MPs, on the two-week trip to war- 
tom Rwanda. 


Mr Halfon, who has studied 
teaching English as a foreign lan¬ 
guage, will be among a group of 
29 who will mn English courses 
for local school teachers 

“I want to come back and 
share my experience with the 
people of Harlow and launch an 
appeal for something that is need¬ 
ed by Rwanda’s people,” he said.

Missing man's 
body is found

THE body of a traveller 
missing for five weeks was 
discovered by his partner in 
the middle of a Harlow 
roundabout. 

Albert Smith (36) was found 
in undergrowth on the Flex 
Meadow/Pinnacles roundabout 
on Friday morning. He had been 
missing from the Elizabeth Way 
travellers’ site since June 14. 

An eyewitness, who did not wish 
to be named, told the Star she was 
driving to work at the Flex Meadow 
Tesco distribution depot, in 
Pinnacles, when she saw a woman in 
a tracksuit running into the road. 

“I thought she was a jogger but 
then she started screaming,” she 
said. “She was running all over the 
place saying she had found the body 
of her husband in the undergrowth 
on the roundabout. 

“I stopped the car and got out to 
speak to her and calm her down but I 
just couldn’t get close to her as she 
was running all over the place 
screaming her head off. 

“I wasn’t going to go and have a 
look at the body but made sure the 
police had been called. 

“My heart was racing as I couldn’t 
really make out at first what was 




going on, but then I was told he had 
been missing for five weeks.” 

She continued: “There were three

men standing and watching and they 
didn’t seem at all surprised at what 
the woman was saying and then 
about 12 police cars and ambulance 
crews turned up.” 

Police initially treated the location 
as a crime scene until preliminary 
results of a post mortem examination 
this week indicated no foul play and 
suggested the cause of death was due 
to suspension. 

Mr Smith has been formally iden¬ 
tified and an inquest was opened and 
adjourned yesterday (Wednesday). 


Bypass a step closer 


PLANS for a Harlow bypass link¬ 
ing the Mil with the A414 have 
taken a step closer following talks 
between the minister for transport 
and MP Bill Rammell. 

Rosie Winterton met with Mr 
Rammell last week to discuss the 
proposals and hinted that the new 
road could potentially be paid for 
from the town’s regional funding 
allowance, due for review this 
summer. 

She also made clear her inten¬ 
tion to visit Harlow to discuss the 
need for a bypass and other trans¬ 
port improvements in greater 
detail. 

Mr Rammell said the talks 
showed progress was being made 
and pledged to spearhead a cam¬ 


paign to lobby the Government to 
include the proposals as part of the 
REA shake-up. 

“I have always made clear that 
while I support growth in the 
Harlow area due to the area’s need 
for greater housing provision, we 
must have additional infrastructure 
support,” he said. 

Conservative prospective Parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Robert Halfon 
said: “I’m obviously pleased that 
after 10 years of being MP for 
Harlow that Mr Rammell has final¬ 
ly joined my campaign for an extra 
junction on the Ml 1. 

“This is a campaign I set up last 
September and so far around a 
thousand people have signed up in 
support.” 


Consultation on 
roads solutions 

ONE-way streets and clearways could be 
created after an official traffic consultation 
was given the go-ahead. 

Harlow Council’s environment and com¬ 
munity committee agreed last Tuesday to 
open statutory discussions. 

Priory Avenue will have a say on a no¬ 
waiting regulation to deter commuter park¬ 
ing while Potter Street can ask for visibili¬ 
ty issues caused around the Kingsdon Lane 
junction to be resolved. 

Collins Meadow may become one-way 
and School Lane can seek no parking from 
8am-10am. Large lorries waiting in 
Riverway which cause day-long queuing 
and visibility issues may be tackled by con¬ 
sulting businesses in the road.

overcome by thick smoke. Both 
were unconscious when pulled 
from the building by firefighters. 

Miss Youngs died later in hospi¬ 
tal and Mr Chappie suffered seri¬ 
ous brain damage. He continues to 
need 24-hour care. 

As the Star went to press yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday) three of the 
people were still held by police 
while one of the women was 
released on police bail pending fur¬ 
ther inquires. Officers are now 
appealing for anyone with infor¬ 
mation who has not previously felt 
able to come forward to do so. 

Despite a major high-profile 
investigation, the issuing of e-fit 
pictures and a reconstruction on 
BBC’s Crimewatch UK, detectives 
say they have faced a wall of 
silence. It is hoped this latest devel¬ 
opment will spur people who know 
the identity of those responsible to 
come forward. 

This week a mobile police sta¬ 
tion was set up at Bush Fair where 
officers handed out leaflets and 
showed a film of the reconstruction 
to jog people’s memories. 

Detective Superintendent Tim 
Wills, who is leading the investiga¬ 
tion, said: “The lives of two young 
people who had a bright future 
together have been cruelly denied 
them. Those responsible for 
Kerry’s murder have been protect¬ 
ed by a wall of silence.” 

No-one from either the Youngs 
or Chappie families was prepared 
to comment publicly on the arrests.

It’s a pattern of 
underhand tactics and cover-up.”

Fresh woe in 
council crisis 


CRISIS-hit Harlow Council was this 
week embroiled in a fresh web of con¬ 
troversy concerning broken agree¬ 
ments, huge debts and squandered 
resources as it faces the possibility of 
ending up £10m in the red by the end 
of the year. 

Firstly, it was accused of concealing the 
true proceeds of a land sale, which was sup¬ 
posed to pay to renovate a community centre, 
after councillors admitted on Thursday the 
council had pocketed almost £370,000 more 
than it had first let on. 

Then the authority was found to have spent 
thousands of pounds on a bridge which was never 
built and had overspent on closing the First 
Avenue swimming pool to the tune of more than 
£ 100 , 000 . 

And on Tuesday, former properties contractor 
Quill Construction claimed it is owed more than 
£60,000 by the authority as part of a larger debt in 
excess of £230,000 shared with Kier Harlow, for 
work done more than a year ago. 

Policy and resources chairman Simon Carter 
(Conservative) revealed on Thursday that a total of 
£716,856 was made from the sale of land at 
Maunds Hatch - despite the council previously 
claiming it realised only £350,000. 

The proceeds of the sale were supposed to fund 
a major refurbishment of Maunds Hatch commu-

nity centre but were eventually spent elsewhere. 

Now Berecroft Residents Association chairman 
Zulqar Cheema is calling for council chief execu¬ 
tive Malcolm Morley to resign over the fiasco. 

Mr Carter’s admission comes as the Star dis¬ 
covered £16,000 was spent on Velizy Bridge, work 
on which was never started, for “abortive engi¬ 
neering costs”. The council refused to reveal 
which company got the windfall. 

It also overspent by £101,000 when it shut 
Harlow Pool last autumn, including a shortfall of 
£16,000 for energy bills alone. The council 
declined to elaborate on the figures. 

Commenting on the overall financial crisis, 
TaxPayers’ Alliance chief executive Matthew 
Elliott this week accused the authority of taking 
taxpayers’ money for granted and said the situa¬ 
tion showed a serious lack of financial control. 

“Council tax has soared in recent years and, 
with the credit crunch hitting everyone in the 
pocket, they have got to realise that every penny 
counts,” he said. 

# THE number of residents complaining about 
Harlow Council has fallen by one. The lastest 
Local Government Ombudsman figures show 22 
complaints during 2007-08, compared with 23 in 
the previous year. More than half were about 
housing matters.

He added: “I cannot tell you the 
scars officers carry when, as I 
frequently did, they deal with 
families with children whose lives 
are left in shreds by a drink-driver or 
a crime perpetrated by someone 
close to them. 

“By helping with this charity you 
will help the child victims by 
turning nightmares into dreams 
come true.”

I T may be a picture of 
financial gloom at Harlow 
Council now, but back in 
the heady boom days of, oh, 
2007, things were so different. 
Our leaders, you may recall, even 
managed to find £80,000 down the 
back of a filing cabinet to fund a 
new corporate identity, comprising 
some wavy lines and (as 
typography nerds will recognise) 
modem-looking Century Gothic 
lettering. 

The council’s old emblem, which this 
replaced, featured the image of a dove - 
which got us wondering: how did the 
pigeon of peace come to be associated 
with our town in the first place? 

The answer lies 25 years ago this 
month, when the Cold War was in full 
swing, Mrs Thatcher had just been re¬ 
elected and the Government was busy 
stockpiling its own atomic arsenal 
while simultaneously advising people to 
stay safe in the event of a nuclear attack 
by barricading their windows and 
hiding under the dining table. 

In Harlow, like many places with 
Labour councils, there was a backlash. 


The town had already declared itself a 
‘nuclear free zone’, meaning Mr 
Andropov was strictly forbidden from 
pointing his missiles anywhere near us. 
And by July 1983, the councillors in 
charge wanted to send an even stronger 
message of protest against nuclear 
proliferation. 

The result was the Harlow Peace 
Festival. Commencing with the 


Kumanrun, a “strictly non-competitive” 
(of course) 3'/Smile jog from Latton 
Common to the Town Park, the day also 
included a banner parade and pageant, a 
music concert and an exhibition of 
pacifist posters. It was blessed with 
beautiful sunshine. 

So what about the dove? As organiser, 
the council drew attention to the festival 
by amending its logo as shown here. 


And the symbol stuck, even surviving 
into a revised logo introduced in the 
mid 1990s. 

Come 2007, with the Cold War but a 
distant memory and socialism deemed 
more than a little passe by Labour, the 
theme of peace had, in the minds of 
council members, obviously run its 
course. Wavy lines though? They’re the 
future ...

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Legion's Les is 
'a force to be 
reckoned with' 


Typist loses RSI 
damages claim 


A STALWART of the Royal British 
Legion has been presented with a 
civic award by the chairman of 
Harlow Council. 

Second World War veteran Leslie 
Pearce (90) received his framed 
certificate and presentation 
document from councillor Tony Hall 
on Thursday. 

A resident of Harlow since 1954, Mr 
Pearce served in Egypt, Palestine, 
Cyprus, Sudan, Iraq and India. 

Since the early 1980s he has played 
a key role in the town’s branch of 
the RBL, helping to raise the profile 
of the Poppy Appeal and organising 
the annual Service of Remembrance. 
Mr Pearce’s award was proposed by 
councillor Patrick McClarnon who 
read his citation. 

“In his service for the Legion, Les 
has given his all, begging, 
borrowing, cajoling and pleading for 
the RBL cause,” said Mr 
McClarnon. “He is a force to be 
reckoned with and, when it comes to 
promoting the Legion, many a 
council chairman has quaked at the 
sound of his approach! 

“Despite ill health Les continues to 
work for the Legion and remains 
cheerful, despite considerable 
discomfort.” 

Mr Pearce is pictured receiving his 
award from Mr Hall. 


AN office worker who blamed excessive typ¬ 
ing for a disabling repetitive strain injury 
has lost a High Court bid for compensation. 

Leah Groves (27), of Radburn Close, Harlow, 
argued that her former employer, Pitney Bowes, 
had failed to adequately protect her from typing- 
related injuries. 

But her claim was dismissed after a judge ruled the 
company had not breached its duty of care towards Miss 
Groves. 

During the three-day hearing lawyers for Miss Groves 
said she developed repetitive strain injury after typing for 
more than 70 per cent of her working day. It left her with 
pain in her wrists, rendering her unable to work in her job 
and hindering her employment potential elsewhere. 

Barrister James Hogg said she developed the pain in 
2003 while working as a fleet co-ordinator and it contin¬ 
ued on and off throughout the following year. In January 
2005 she was sacked because of the amount of time she 
was taking off work. 

Miss Groves was seeking more than £30,000 in dam¬ 
ages, claming the firm failed to inform her of the risk of 
typing for such a long time, failed to provide her with 
adequate breaks and failed to perform a suitable analysis 
of her work station. 

She also claimed that a change to the database system 
in the summer of 2003 resulted in a sharp increase to her 
typing workload. 

However, Judge Philip Mott ruled Pitney Bowes was 
not liable for her ailment and that doctors who examined 
Miss Groves found she had hypermobility in her joints, 
which meant she was more susceptible to pain than most 
people. 

He added that her former employer could not have 
been expected to know this and while Miss Groves did a 
lot of typing, it was no more than was reasonable. 

He also said her love for horse riding and two car acci¬ 
dents may have exacerbated the problems with her wrists.

Taxi drivers fear 
consequences of 
roof lights ruling 

CLAIMS by Hackney carriage drivers that 
a decision to make pre-booked minicabs 
display roof lights will increase the risk of 
violence outside Harlow’s nightspots have 
been dismissed as “rubbish”. 

Last week members of Harlow 
Council’s environment and community 
committee put the final touches to the 
regulation which makes it a requirement 
for minicabs to install the illuminated 
signs. 

The lights will be turned on whether or 
not a passenger is on board and customers 
will still have to call the cab office to 
book a vehicle. 

But the move has angered some of the 
town’s 73 Hackney carriage drivers, the 
only ones licensed to pick up passengers 
who have not pre-booked. They claim the 
signs will confuse people and spark trou¬ 
ble. 

Taxi driver Angus Marsh said: “The 
violence is bad enough in town on Friday 
and Saturday nights without people fight¬ 
ing for cabs they think are free for hire.” 

Referring to an incident earlier this 
year when a man died following a con¬ 
frontation at a cab rank near Quattroz 
nightclub, Mr Marsh said: “The death 
was not a one-off moment of violence; 
people are fighting over cabs all the 
time.” 

Mr Marsh also feared the lights would 
be a threat to the Hackney carriage trade, 
a concern shared by fellow taxi driver 
Andy Ashton who said: “Not only do we 
think this is not in the interests of public 
safety, it will allow the private hire drivers 
to cherry-pick the best customers as 
well.” 

But Steve Ponton, manager of private 
hire firm A-Bee Cars, said: “What a load 
of rubbish. Having the light on the car 
will make it a lot safer. 

“If we pull up to a housing estate, for 
example, our passenger will see that it is 
their cab turning up among all the other 
cars parked along the road. It will stop 
them getting in one they haven’t booked.” 

Harlow Council this week stood by the 
decision, insisting the lights will make it 
safer because people will be able to iden¬ 
tify a licensed minicab from unlicensed 
vehicles.

Crabs, lobsters and fish living in the 
waters around Lundy were 
protected following concerns that 
the number of sea creatures and 
other wildlife in the area was falling 
rapidly. 

There are now seven times more 
lobsters within the protection zone 
than there were before the ban, 
proving it has been a great 
success. 

Scientists now hope the growing 
numbers of animals will eventually 
spill out into the surrounding sea 
and help replenish depleted fish 
stocks. 

That would be very good news for 
fishermen and creatures like seals 
which rely on fish for food. 

Lundy Island is situated 12 miles 
north of the Devon coast and is 
England's only marine nature 
reserve. Conservationists now hope 
that its success will lead to many 
more being created.

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Cigarette fire 
fumes killed 
drunken man 


A 51-YEAR-OLD divorcee died 
of carbon monoxide poisoning 
after a carelessly discarded 
cigarette set light to his sofa, an 
inquest heard. 

Chelmsford Coroner’s Court 
ruled that Albert O’Sullivan, of 
Bodley Close, Epping, died as 
the result of an accident on 
January 19 this year. 

The inquest heard Mr 
O’Sullivan, who had a history of 
alcoholism, was seen by 
neighbours staggering home on 
the evening of January 18. He 
was so drunk he initially tried to 
open his neighbour’s front door 
thinking it was his own. 

Later that night, neighbours saw 
smoke coming from his house 
and contacted the emergency 
services. 

Assistant divisional officer Jon 
Payne, of Essex Fire Service, 
attended the scene and told the 
inquest Mr O’Sullivan was 
found slumped and unconscious 
in his living room while a slow- 
burning fire smouldered on the 
sofa. 

“Upon investigation of the 
scene, it became clear that the 
origin of the fire was on the sofa 
and it appeared to have been 
started by carelessly discarded or 
unattended smoking materials,” 
he said. “There was nothing 
suspicious found at the scene.” 
Mr O’Sullivan was given CPR 
and taken to Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, but died the 
next day. A toxicology report 
found a carboxyhaemoglobin 
level of 49 per cent - three times 
that of a heavy smoker.

DOZENS of commuters were screened at 
Harlow’s two railway stations in an opera¬ 
tion to crackdown on knife crime. 

Essex Police, British Transport Police and rev¬ 
enue inspectors manned portable metal detection 
arches at Harlow Mill and Harlow Town stations 
on Friday and Saturday evening. They also 
searched for drugs and checked passengers had 
valid tickets. 

Three people were arrested for drugs offences and 
another for a weapons offence after being found in pos¬ 
session of a knucldeduster. Nobody was found to be car¬ 
rying a knife. A further 10 people were found carrying 
cannabis and 13 fines were handed out for offences 
ranging from trespass to public disorder. 

Operation Effective covered four other areas in Essex 
and was conducted in the same week Harlow’s crime rate 
was shown to have fallen by 25 per cent since 2005. 

The latest Home Office statistics show reports of so- 
called priority crimes - offences which are said to affect 
most people - are down by 25 per cent, with the most 
dramatic reductions including domestic burglary down 
by 39 per cent, criminal damage down by 34 per cent and 
pick-pocketing down by 62 per cent. 

Despite a 24 per cent increase in assaults without 
injury and rises in vehicle interference and robberies, 
total crime reduction still exceeds the Government’s tar¬ 
get of 18.5 per cent for the period. 

Harlow Council is a member of the Safer Harlow 
Partnership and leader Andrew Johnson said the fact that 
nobody had been found with a knife was positive and, 
coupled with the Home Office figures, indicated the 
town is winning the fight against crime.

recycling rip-off 



SIR, I am aware that I am 
old but I don’t think I am 
yet confused. However, it 
does seem to me that, 
nationally, we talk a lot of 
rubbish. 

There is a late 17th 
century proverbial saying

THERE’S a little something of James Dean 
about Heath Ledger - talented, good- 
looking and prematurely dead, with a 
huge posthumous film on release. 

This in itself is enough to pull in the 
audiences, but the fact that it’s his career¬ 
defining turn and he’s being tipped for an 
Oscar makes it even more bitter-sweet. 

It’s a long time since Adam West capered 
around Gotham with his (cough, cough) 
friend Robin in the ’60s kitsch comedy take 
on the comic character. 

Ledger’s appearance as The Joker, however, 
brings focus to the fact that the caped 
crusader’s debut was in May 1939, when the 
world was in turmoil and the threat of terrifying 
yet human forces were at work. 

The Joker is the personification of this threat, 
the antithesis of Wayne and the idyll of the 
irrational, a quality Ledger nails exactly - 
unpredictable yet pre-meditated, he’s the 
murderous clown in every child’s nightmare. 

Now the Gothic elements have been brought 
even more to the fore by director Christopher 
Nolan, dramatically out-trumping Tim 
Burton’s 1989 effort. 

Set within a year after the events of 
director Nolan’s belting Batman Begins , 

Batman (Christian Bale), Lieutenant 
James Gordon (Gary Oldman) and 
new district attorney Harvey Dent 
(Aaron Eckhart) successfully begin 
to round up the criminals plaguing 
Gotham City. 

But a major spanner in the works 
appears in the shape of the 
mysterious and sadistic criminal 
mastermind The Joker, creating 
a new wave of chaos. 

Batman’s struggle against the 
deranged psychopath 
becomes deeply personal, at 
a time when he’s already

NAUGHTY, wasteful humans have left the 
Earth in a right mess, jumping ship and 
leaving a doe-eyed robot to clean up - 
with, no doubt, oodles of WALL-E 
merchandise among it. 

The story of lonely, diminutive robot 
WALL-E (short for Waste Allocation Load 
Lifter Earth-Class) - the last robot still 
operating on the planet after mankind 
upped sticks and fled -is one tale of robot 
love that is sure to pull on the heartstrings. 
Quietly going about the business for 
which he was programmed - picking up 
rubbish and compacting it into cubes - 
his only solace is his vivid imagination, a 
cockroach friend and a battered video 
copy of Hello Dolly. 

But when sleek female probe droid EVE 
arrives, the lonesome, misty-eyed 
automaton begins to bond with her and 
soon finds himself falling head over treads 
in love. 

When EVE discovers a small living plant 
which could be the last remnant of 
natural life on Earth, she is forced to take 
samples and return to her mothership, 
prompting lovesick WALL-E to follow and 
shifting the tender, slow-burning rom-com 
up a gear into a high-octane intergalactic 
race against oblivion. 

Finding on board the self-indulgent, flabby 
descendents of the humans who 
abandoned him their devastated planet 
hundreds of years previously, he is 
inadvertently thrust into an heroic voyage 
with a band of malfunctioning, misfit 
machines which will ultimately decide the 
fate of mankind.

All dressed up and nowhere to jump 


JUMPER 

(20th Century Fox Home Entertainment, 15, retail 
& rental) 

This slick but soulless sci-fi caper starts well 
enough but swiftly loses what slender charm it has 
when it becomes evident that director Doug Liman 
and his team fell in love with the idea of how cool 
it would be to be able to teleport but then couldn’t 
think what to do with the gimmick. 

Hayden Christensen is a ‘jumper’, a genetic freak 
with the ability to teleport in and out of bank vaults 
to fund a lavish lifestyle of living in New York, 
nights out in London, breakfast in Paris and 
elevenses atop The Sphinx’s crumbling head. 

It’s amazing he manages to stay in such great 
movie shape, given his character’s too idle to move 
three feet for the remote control when he can just 
teleport the distance. 

But the brief honeymoon ends for him (and us) 
when he falls in love at about the same time a 
bunch of evangelical assassins led by a white- 
haired Samuel L Jackson show up on a mission to 
purge the world of such abominations and only a 
wildly over-acting Jamie Bell can help him keep all 
his plates spinning in the air.

THE MECHANIK 

(DNC Entertainment, 15, retail & rental) 

Always the poor man’s Schwarzenegger, hulking 
Dolph Lundgren hardly has to stretch his thesping 
talents in a film which could just as easily have 
been home to Jean-Claude Van Damme or Steven 
Seagal. 

He plays former Russian commando-turned- 
mechanic Nick Cherenko, living a quiet life 
following the murder of his family by a mobster; 
luckily for him, a wealthy woman begs him to save 
her kidnapped daughter from the very same 
scumbag, allowing him to tool up with an unlikely 
bunch of mercenaries (led, oddly enough, by 
Chariots Of Fire's Ben Cross) to dispense some 
bone-crunching payback and impassively delivered 
quips. 

Silly and improbable it may be, but it’s also 
unpretentious, undemanding fun and boasts 
decent production values and a lot of bang for your 
buck.

ZOMBIES 

(Momentum Pictures, 15, retail) 

Beginning life as a vehicle for Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre director Tobe Hooper, this hybrid horror 
ended up in the less-than-reassuring hands of JS 
Cardone and has a hard time deciding what it 
wants to be. 

The title is a bit misleading, although there is some 
gratuitous flesh-eating here and there, and the 
alternative Wicked Little Things feels a better fit for 
its story about children abandoned down a 
Pennsylvania mine in 1913 following a cave-in who 



return nightly to haunt the brooding woods and 
seek bloody revenge. 

Most of the time the film seems to be straining for a 
slow-burning atmosphere (to which end it might 
have helped if the kids had been phantoms rather 
than pick-wielding cannibal corpses) but it seems 
to lose its nerve and wades in with a big slab of 
violence, and the end result is something that’s 
ultimately neither moody nor violent enough to 
stand out at either end of the spectrum. 

It does have its curiosities, not least of which is Ben 
Cross showing up in his second obscure genre film 
of the week (here he’s a seemingly demented 
mountain man) and the pale-faced, panda-eyed 
zombie children look effectively creepy - well, they 
do until you see them all together, pouring through 
the misty woods in their matching period garb, at 
which point the urge to start chirping “Consider 
yourself at home, consider yourself one of the 
family...” becomes overwhelming.

THE ORPHANAGE 

(Optimum Home Entertainment, 15, retail & 
rental) 

Guillermo del Toro switches hats to play producer 
for this quietly effective Spanish ghost story, his 
input alongside that of director Juan Antonio 
Bayona resulting in an atmospheric and 
emotionally testing chiller which sits well alongside 
the former’s The Devil’s Backbone. 

Laura returns to the now-abandoned orphanage in 


which she was raised, dreaming of reopening it as 
a home for disabled children; so far so good, until 
her seven-year-old son acquires an imaginary friend 
with a penchant for dark stories about the 
building’s past and then abruptly vanishes. 
Convinced the shades of the orphanage’s former 
inhabitants have him, his mother embarks on a 
nerve-shredding quest to get him back.

10,000 BC 

(Warner Home Video, 12, retail & rental) 

Even by the popcorn-light standards of director 
Roland ( Independence Day, The Day After 
Tomorrow ) Emmerich, this is a particularly 
moronic historical cut-up. 

Following the usual fantasy film ploy of a warring 
tribe making off with the hero’s love interest, a 
bunch of improbably buff, fashionably dreadlocked 
stone age men take off to rescue her and on the 
way encountering all manner of outsized CG 
prehistoric mammals. 

It should fly by on rollicking pulp wings but seems 
weighted down by its own stupidity and a curious 
lethargy - even scenes of mammoths helping to 
build the pyramids somehow contrive to feel even 
less likely than Raquel Welch fighting off dinosaurs 
in a rabbit skin bikini in the far-superior One Million 
Years BC. 

It’s surely no accident that among the unconvincing 
creatures in the hero’s way is a giant turkey.

XX Teens (album, Mute) 

Although undoubtedly a valiant attempt to stick two 
crooked fingers up at convention, this debut from 
snotty Southend art student-types XX Teens doesn’t 
always live up to its pretensions. Walking a fine line 
between shambolic brilliance and irritating pastiche, 
frontman Rich Cash seems unable to recall whether 
his boyhood hero was Mark E Smith or Gary Glitter.

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Renault's white-hot hatch 


R enault has some 
form when it comes 
to hot hatches. Pick 
virtually any year 
in the modern era of 
performance cars and you’ll 
find a Renault challenging 
for honours in the pocket 
rocket class. 

From the Renault 5 Turbo 2, 
through the 5 GT Turbo, Clio 16v 
and Clio Williams to the modern 
Clio 197, Renault has always been 
there or thereabouts. 


The problem it had was that while 
the smaller cars were fantastic, 
whenever the French company 
tried to make a slightly larger 
sports model it fell flat on its face. 
Anyone remember the Renault 
Fuego Turbo or the 18 Turbo? Ugh. 
It was only with the Renault 19 16v 
that some sort of form line 
appeared, and the latest Megane 
Renaultsport models see the 
French company at the very top of 
the pile for the very first time in 
this sector. It took the market a 
while to catch on to quite how good 
these cars are, but for the 
committed enthusiast there really 


is very little option but Renault. 
First off, it’s probably best to run 
through the Megane Renaultsport 
team sheet. First up are the most 
modest versions, the dCil75 
diesels, available in either three- 
or five-door form, standard or Lux. 
Then there’s the three-door 225 
Cup Sport Hatch and the hardcore 
230 FI Team R26, and, at the top of 
the range, either three- or five-door 
225 Lux models. 

The diesels will get to 60mph in 8 
seconds on the way to a 137mph 
top speed. Think of them as 
Renaultsport’s gentle introduction. 


If you’re intent on leaping in at 
the deep end, go for one of the 225 
models. The power delivery is 
smooth with the maximum swell of 
torque hitting the road at 3,000rpm 
and the full power arriving at 
5,500rpm. 60mph comes and goes 
in 6.5 seconds. 

For the full-on hit, go for the FI 
Team R26 edition and accept no 
substitute. Its clever differential 
gives it incredible front-end grip 
and that 230bhp engine catapults it 
out of corners like you wouldn’t 
believe. It’ll notch off the sprint to 
60mph in just 6.2 seconds and rides 
on a stiffer chassis with beefier 


brakes. One to go supercar hunting 
with, in other words. 

One of the most appealing things 
about the Megane Renaultsport 
range is that despite being graded 
from warm or hot to incandescent, 
all models, whether three- or five- 
door, retain a respectable level of 
practicality. You’ll get adults in the 
back and a decent amount of 
luggage in the boot. 

While being rapid cross-country 
transport, these cars rarely draw

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attention to themselves unless 
you’re the extrovert who opted for 
a Liquid Yellow FI Team R27 with 
the graphics across the roof. 

Build quality appears good. We ran 
a 225 Cup for some time and, 
despite being treated to an 
appalling leathering on track on a 
regular basis, it still felt as tight as 
a drumskin when we handed it 
back to Renault. The design is neat 
without being gratuitously radical, 
but the real revelation is the great 
strides forward made in terms of 
quality of materials and finish. It’s 
almost as if a Renault designer’s 
company hack was rear-ended and 
he got an Audi courtesy car for the 
week. 

Soft feel plastics, quality fabrics 
and a cohesive design philosophy 
mean a not-so-fond farewell to old- 
school Renault interiors, many of 
which were built with the visual 
drama and structural integrity of 
a film set. Some have groused 
about the Megane’s styling, but 
that ‘bubble butt’ look has worn in 
well and the wheel and spoiler kits 
fitted to these models aren’t overly 
in your face. 

Prices kick off at £18,950 for a dCi 
175 Sport Hatch (Renaultspeak for 
three-door) with the Lux model 
tacking £1,400 onto that price. The 
entry-level car comes with 17-inch 
alloy wheels, cruise control, grey 
cloth upholstery, ESP stability 
control and leather trim for the 
gearknob and wheel. Lux 
specification includes 18-inch rims, 
an uprated stereo, climate control, 
leather upholstery, metallic paint 
and a hands-free Renault key card. 
The 225 Cup Sport Hatch is priced 
at £18,960 and this features a stiffer 
chassis, beefier brakes and 
sharper steering. Pay another £900 
and you get the jewel in the 
Megane Renaultsport firmament, 
the 230 FI Team R26, with its 
bucket seats and anthracite 18-inch 
alloys. 

The most intriguing inclusion on 


the R26 Megane is that of a limited wheels. The differential can divert 
slip differential to help it deploy torque away from a wheel that’s

of wheelspin is lessened and 
forward progress is better 
maintained. 

The car is available in the Liquid 
Yellow metallic paint which once 
graced the bodywork of the Clio 
Renaultsport V6. Many will find 
this car a little too rabid for 
everyday use and will instead 
prefer the 225 Lux models in either 
three- or five-door form, priced at 
£19,860 and £20,360 respectively. 
Although the upfront prices seem 
quite beguiling when compared to 
something like a Golf GTI, it’s 
worth bearing in mind that if you 


buy a Megane Renaulsport model 
it is overwhelmingly likely that 
you will drive it as if you get 
bonus points for keeping the 
throttle mashed to the bulkhead 
for as long as possible. Even the 
comparatively sensible dCil75 
diesel model rewards press-on 
driving. This will mean that even 
the diesel’s 43.5mpg combined fuel 
economy figure will be tough to 
replicate. Even harder will be 
trying to get close to the 33.2mpg 
published figure for the petrol 
cars. 

The good news is that the cat is 
now truly out of the bag and 
performance enthusiasts 
everywhere know that these cars 
are the real deal. The upshot of 
that is that residual values, which 
were initially very weak, have 
firmed up nicely as used examples 
that haven’t been too badly abused 
become increasingly sought after. 
Insurance for the petrol cars is 
rated at Group 17. It sounds a lot, 
but viewed in the light of the 
ability these cars possess, take it 
from me, it’s a bargain. 

Hot hatches should be about 
handling, handling and yet more 
handling. Virtually everything else 
is just trimming. Having watched a 
Ferrari 360 Modena fall off the Spa 
racetrack trying to stick with my 
Megane Renaultsport 225, there’s 
little doubt that this car has what 
it takes. Factor in some very good 
engines and you have the required 
ingredients for a future hall of 
famer. 

The dCi diesel models represent an 
interesting first step and make 
sensible real world choices, but 
just on occasion it’s worth 
volunteering for the full-on 
experience and for that you need to 
be pouring unleaded down your 
Megane Renaultsport’s neck. 

Forget about the Volkswagen Golf 
GTI, the Ford Focus ST or the 
SEAT Leon Cupra — hot hatches 
come no more pugnacious than the 
Megane. It’s always up for a ruck.

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HEDGES can also work wonders sectioning off areas so there's a 
surprise around every corner. 

Of course, the effect that hedging can create largely depends on its 
maintenance and if you have a privet or other fast-growing hedge, 
such as the evergreen honeysuckle Lonicera nitida, it will probably 
now need a trim. 

Conifer hedges, including the notoriously fast-growing leylandii, 
which grows impossibly tall if left unchecked, are excellent hedging 
_ plants if they are regularly trimmed. 

You may have to clip conifer hedges three times during the summer, 
I with the last in late summer, clipping to the desired shape and 
stopping the leading shoot at the desired height. 

Box and yew can be given a second trim in late August or early 
1 September. 

If you are trimming a formal hedge, stretch a level string between 
|i two upright posts as a guide to height. 

Be aware that falling off a ladder is the most common gardening 
accident, so if the hedge is taller than shoulder height, you'll need a 
sturdy stepladder and preferably someone to hold it for you while 
you trim. 

Alternatively, you could invest in a proper hedge-clipping platform 
to stand on. Make sure you don't trip over any loose cable if you're 
using electric hedge clippers. 

Start clipping at one end, starting at the base and working your way 
up, covering about 1m (3ft) at a time. Leave the top until last, which 
makes it easier to get it completely level. Try to make the sides slope 
t in slightly, so the base is slightly wider at the bottom, to avoid 
* creating shade that kills the base of the plant. 

When you reach the end of the hedge, remove the template, posts 
and string, trim the ends of the hedge neatly and tidy up any bits you 
may have missed. 

If you want to shape your hedge at the top you can make a shaping 
frame or template from a piece of plywood, which is especially useful 
when shaping a hedge in its early years. Place it over the hedge and 
j cut following the lines of the template, moving along the hedge as 
you go.
